W A SH IN G T O N . Aug. IO— (4®)— 
Trying to keep down living costs 
is like trying to sit on a pail of 
steam. And now just a little more 
steam has escaped. 


Railroads have been allowed to 
raise their freight rates. They got 
permission yesterday 
from 
the 
ICC, the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission. 


Since this, of course, raises the 
cost of shipping goods, the ship­ 
pers w ill wrant to boost the price 
of their goods to pay for the added 
cast. 


But the retailer who buys from 
the shipper w ill get stuck unless 
he can tack on this higher price 
to the goods 
which finally are 
sold to you. 
So you get stuck, the consumer. 
You’re the last buyer. 


That’s a simplified explanation 
of how prices w ill rise as a result 
of the IC C ruling. But right away 
a couple of things come to mind: 
1. I thought 
we 
had 
a 
new 
price control law to keep prices 
down. 
2. I thought O PS -- Office 
of 
Price Stabilization -- was suppos­ 
ed to sit on prices. 
3. How come, if we have OPS. 
the ICC can do something which ! 
w ill let prices go up? 


And the price control law pass­ 
ed by Congress flatly said the law 
does not apply to ICC. 


When the railroads asked IC C ’; 
permis.-ion to raise freight rates, 
ICC called hearings to let their 
railroads explain why they need­ 
ed an increase. 


O PS officials went to the hear­ 
ings and told the members of ICC 
wrhat the effect on inflation and 
living costs would be if freight 
rates went up. 
But 
they didn’t, since 
they 
couldn’t, attempt to tell ICC what 
to do. So the latter wasn’t working 
in the day when it approsed an 
increase of nine percent in the 
east for the roads and six percent 
in the south and west. 
Since the ICC has *o be fail 
to laiiroads. the ICC members de­ 
cided on permitting the freight 
increase for these rea.-ons: 
This country needs to keep their 
railroads in good running shape 
to carry goods; there'* an emer­ 
gency 
now, 
the 
railroads 
are 
spending, and will spend, a lot of 
money on much new equipment; a 
lot of this spending has been en­ 
couraged by the government and 
the "shipping public, 
with 
na­ 
tional defense prim arily in mmd." 
A ll of which is a gentle reminder 
that the job of keeping down liv ­ 
ing costs, wh Ie trying to be fair 
a1! around, isn’t simple. 
How w ill the increased shipping 
costs finally be passed on to the 
buying public? 
An O PS economic 
said 
the 
methods used for passing on the 
increases will have to vary because 
there are various O PS price regu­ 
lations. 
He said that in some cases, such 
a* food, the increases 
may be 
passed on automatically. 
In others b is messmen handling 
the* shipped goods must, 
before 
adding the extra cost to their price, 
get O PS permission to do so.

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Over a Year Away and Still a Puzzle 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Who will be the 
next president 
of the 
United States? 
Your guess may be as good as anybody's. 
The situation presents a lot of puzzles. 


One day this week a Washington C H. 
business man was asked this question and 
frankly declared he was stumped. 
“I'm certainly not for Truman and I like 
Taft”, he asserted, “but I would regret see­ 
ing Taft become the Republican candidate. 
He belong in the U. S. Senate.'’ 
In his further remarks this man made a 
statement which has been heard whispered 
around by many others. “I don’t like to see 
Taft made to go through a lot of publicity 
‘monkey-shines’ by some of his over-zealous 


frie n d s, such as smoking a pipe with Indians 
and other such things”, he said. ‘‘Taft does 
not fit into that sort of thing. He made a 
name as a straight-thinking student of gov­ 
ernment. not a side-show attraction.” 
Some months ago it was widely forecast 
that President Truman would not run again. 
Recent development make it look as if that 
forecast might be decidedly wrong. More 
and more people, including both supporters 
and opponents of the president, now think 
that he will ask for and receive the nomina­ 
tion. 
There are 
various reasons for this. 
Mr. 
Truman has been nettled 
by the setbacks 
Congress has given his program-particular- 
I v in civil rights and welfare legislation- 
and he obviously believes that if he takes 
his case to the people they will support him. 
He is intensely resentful at the attacks 
on Dean Acheson and other members of his 
administration and he wants his policies and 
his appointments to be justified by another 
victory at the polls. And he believes, in all 
sincerity, that he is the best man available 
for the biggest job in the world. 
If Mr, Truman does not run, he will name 
the Democratic candidate. There is no argu­ 
ment about that. The power of the presi­ 
dency is so great these days that it is incon­ 
ceivable that the nominating convention 
would go against his wishes. 
On the Republican side, Taft leads, but he 
isn’t in by a long shot. The senator 
from 


Ohio occupies a curious position. All con­ 
cede that he is one of the ablest men in the 
Senate. He 
probably knows more 
about 
the complex workings 
of the government 
than anyone 
in public life today. 
He is 
thorough and conscientious and at times he 
comes close to brilliance. He has organized 
and led the president's opposition, and he 
has more to say about GOP policy than any­ 
one else. Yet, even among his friends and 
admirers, there is a feeling that Taft could 
not win—that, from the vote-getting stand­ 
point, he might be a weak candidate. 
This is the feeling that Taft must over­ 
come if he is to be nominated. In the mean­ 
time, he has more convention votes in his 
pocket than any other Republican possibil­ 
ity. It has been said 
he is General Mac­ 
Arthur^ choice. If that is so, he has gained 
an important asset. 
Most curious of all is the Eisenhower situ­ 
ation. The general’s 
prestige is enormous, 
here and abroad. He has a record which is 
almost beyond criticism. He has a warm and 
attractive personality, and little of the aus­ 
terity that is generally associated with top 
military men. But no one knows—or, at least, 
no one in 
a position to know 
has said— 
whether he is a Republican or a Democrat. 
Eisenhower followers in both parties are 
urging his candidacy. And no one knows 
what his views are on many vital subjects. 
The general opinion is that he is a strong 
internationalist in foreign policy, and that 
he tends to a relatively conservative stand 
on domestic policy. 
The polls indicate 
that President 
Tru­ 
man’s popularity is at a very low ebb. They 
also show General Eisenhower at the top in 
public esteem. 
But it is not likely that Mr. 
Truman puts much stock in polls after the 
1948 miracle. 
A few think that President Truman may 
decide voluntarily to retire, come out for 
Eisenhower, and thus dumfound the 
Re­ 
publicans. Others are equally certain that 
Eisenhower will run on the COP ticket if 
the nomination is offered him. In any event, 
the general is the biggest question mark in 
all the speculations.

rem arked dryly. 
W’hat do they 
have out 
here, 
Ha! Boyle 
w here the deer 
and the antelope played and the 
buffalo roamed'.’ Well, you can 
still find buffalo, deer and ante­ 
lope — and some of the nation’s 
greatest Indian reservations. 
They’ve got IO gallon hats, ear- 
to-ear grins, and a mile-deep gold 
mine. They’ve got endless miles 
of waving corn and wheat, and 
rolling oceans of grass studded 


with 
fattening herds of cattle, 
they've got dinosaur tracks in 
stout. And not far away they’ve 
got a big B-36 airbase, where 
m odem monsters of the sky rise 
to guard our northern frontier. 
South Dakota is a m ixture of 
the old west and the new west.

Business as W hole 


Ahead of Last Year 


NEW YORK, Aug. IO— UP) — j 
Retail busines seem s to be ru n - i 
ning as m ixed a trend as industry 
as a whole. On the basis of July 
sales figures, 
some 
m erchants 
seem to be singing a pretty cheery 
song, com pared to the blues th at 
other m erchants have been chant­ 
ing. 
M any m erchants, of course, a re ­ 
n ’t having 
much luck 
m oving 
some lines of goods, lines in which 
consum ers have bought all they 
w ant for the tim e being. And d e­ 
partm ent stores are now com par­ 
ing their sales figures w ith last 
sum m er’s lofty totals, w hen a w ar 
scare sent record crow ds on bu y ­ 
ing sprees. They can’t hope to e- 
qual last y ear’s sales volume. 
But the figures on Ju ly sales 
of chain 
stores so far 
reported 
show 19 of them having higher 
dollar volum e this sum m er than 
last, w ith gains ranging as high 
as 15 percent, ^ig h t of the chains 
show July sales figures low er than 
a year ago, the biggest drop being 
45 percent. 


Ahead of Last Year 
Most of the chains point out 
that this July their sales 
w ere I 
running well ahead of July, 19 4 9 ,s 
a sum m er which m erchants 
now 
like to think of as norm al. 
D ollar volume, of course, is no 
longer a n y kind of a com parative 
guide as to how much goods m er- 
chant is selling. Prices are up on 
alm ost everything he has in his 
sjore, and price rises have been j 
higher in some lines than in o th- j 
ers. 


Scarce buying last sum m er also j 
befuddles this sum m er's figures I 
for com parison purposes.
